Chicago, Oct. 1. — John F. Wallace, 
Dhief engineer of the Panama canal, 
delivered an address on “The Isthmian 
Canal” at a banquet given him here 
Friday night by 400 members of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association at 
the Auditorium hotel. 

Mr. Wallace said, in part: “The 

work before us now is to determine 
the most practical plan and whether 
the canal is to be on the level of the 
sea or above. Estimates on a canal 
90 feet above the sea level have been 
placed at $144,000,000 for con- 
struction work, $40,000,000 to France 
and $10,000,000 to the Panama 
government. On my arrival in Pana- 
ma three months ago I placed eight 
parties in the field for exploration pur- 
poses. Were we to choose the plans 
providing for 90 feet above the sea 
level a number of dams would be nec- 
essary. After considerable investiga- 
tion we found that solid rock neces- 
sary for proper foundation would not 
be found less than 150 feet below the 
surface of the earth. With the sea 
level canal one dam at the Pacific end 
of the canal is all that is necessary. 
While the cost of the latter form of 
construction is higher, the results 
would be better and the canal could 
at any time be changed. As yet it 
has not been definitely decided which 
form of canal will be accepted, as the 
canal commission has not received the 
report of my investigations. 

“Nothing serious is expected from 
the labor problem, as has been re- 
ported. About 12,000 laborers, half of 
whom are skilled workmen, are at 
work at present. While the efficiency 
of their w r ork is not as great as can 
he secured, still it is adapted to the 
climate, as the cities bordering on the 
canal are almost uninhabitable to out- 
siders because of their poor sanitary 
conditions.”

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 30. — George 
Frisble Hoar, senior senator from 
Massachusetts, died at his home in 
this city at 1:35 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing. The end followed a period of un- 
consciousness that had continued 
since early Tuesday and came so gent- 
ly that only the attending physicians 



London, Oct. 1. — The failure of the 
latest Japanese attempt to drive out 
the Port Arthur fleet and reduce the 
fortress has led, according to the 
Daily Telegraph’s Chee Foo corre- 
spondent, to the decision that the Jap- 
anese must go into winter quarters, 
Japanese officers admitted that Gen. 
Stoessel is making a superb stand. 

“Accordingly,” the correspondent 
says, “permanent fortifications afford- 
ing excellent shelter are being con- 
structed outside the Russian main 
line of defenses and warm clothing is 
being brought up for the troops. Re- 
inforcements are continuously arriv- 
ing. Finding it impossible to hold 
outer forts, even when they are cap- 
tured. owing to the enfilading fire, the 
only alternative left the Japanese is 
to cut off supplies and communica- 
tions.” 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspond- 
ent at Sinmintin states that the Chi- 
nese authorities there have issued an 
order forbidding the sale of goods to 
the Russians on the ground that it 
would constitute a breach of neutral- 
ity. 

Tien-Tsin, Oct. 1. — Russian officers 
here admit that it is the intention of 
the remaining Russian war vessels at 
Port Arthur to attempt to escape. 
They say that they expected the 
movement one week ago. and that it 
may now be expected daily. 

Mukden, Oct. 1. — A great change in 
the situation here has occurred. The 
Japanese now appear anxious to act on 
the defensive, and have fortified a po- 
sition northwest of the Yentai mines. 

According to the best estimates ob- 
tainable, the Japanese army confront- 
ing Gen. Kuropatkin comprises a grand 
total of 180 battalions. Allowing 800 
men to a battalion there are 144,000 
infantry. In addition there are 6,300 
cavalry and 638 guns. The distribu- 
tion of the Japanese forces is as fol- 
lows: One division at Bentsiaputze, 

two divisions at the Yentai mines, 
four divisions on the railway a little 
north of Liao Yang, one division 
westward near Hiameadenz and one 
division at Sandepu. 

Che Foo, Oct. 3. — Severe fighting, 
the Russians being the aggressors, oc- 
curred September 28 and 29 on the 
west shore of Liaoti promontory near 
Pigeon bay, according to a report 
brought by Chinese who left Port Ar- 
thur September 30. The Russians al- 
ready apparently are aiming to cap- 
ture the heavy guns which the Japan- 
ese have mounted in that vicinity. 
The Russians were in considerable 
force and they made several sorties, 
dragging field artillery with them. 
They were unsuccessful, however. 
Three junks with 160 coolies arrived 
here Sunday. They left Port Arthur 
because they were forced to carry the 
wounded and bury the dead. They al- 
so were afraid that eventually they 
would have no food, although rice is 
plentiful now, according to their sto- 
ries. They further say that the Rus- 
sians lost heavily during the attacks 
of September 19 and September 23, 
but the Japanese loss was much heav- 
ier. 

Several of the Chinese who were 
employed in carrying dead say that, 
the dead were so numerous that they 
were unable to form anything like an 
estimate of the number who fell in at- 
tacking and defending the supplemen- 
tary forts near Itz mountain. Since 
the battle both sides continue to shell 
at intervals daily. 

Tokio, Oct. 3. — The Russians are re- 
ported to be desperately endeavoring 
to retake their lost positions, includ- 
ing Fort Kuropatkin, in the hope of 
restoring the water supply of Port Ar- 
thur. They are said to have repeat- 
edly assaulted the Japanese after 
shelling from neighboring forts and 
batteries. The Japanese Continue to 
hold the positions. Both sides are 
said to have suffered severely. The 
newly mounted heavy Japanese guns 
are said to command the entire har- 
bor. The position of the remnant of 
the Russian Port Arthur fleet is said 
to be precarious and it is believed the 
vessels must soon emerge or be de- 
stroyed.

were aware of the exact moment of 
dissolution. 

The attending physicians despaired 
of zhe senator’s life six weeks ago, but 
such was the vitality exhibited by 
their distinguished patient that even 
they were surprised and the public 
was at times led to cherish a faith in 
an ultimate recovery. 

On Sunday last, however, all hope 
was abandoned after a last unsuccess- 
ful attempt to administer medicine 
and nourishment. Brief intervals were 
followed by longer durations of uncon- 
sciousness until Tuesday morning, 
when the venerable statesman sank 
into a state of coma from which all 
efforts to rouse him proved futile. 

During the last hours there was not 
a movement of the body and only a 
scarcely perceptible pulse evidenced 
the final struggle. 

There were present at the bedside 
when death came the senator’s son.. 
Gen. Rock wood Hoar; his daughter, 
Mary Hoar, and Dr. Warren R. Gil- 
man, who for weeks has been in al- 
most constant attendance upon the 
senator. 

Intelligence of Senator Hoar’s de- 
mise was first communicated by tele- 
phone from the residence to the press 
by Dr. Gilman. Immediately after a 
prearranged signal was transmitted 
on the fire alarm system and the long 
dreaded tidings were conveyed to the 
people of the city by the tolling of the 
church bells. 

Arrangements were made to notify 
the public in this manner when the 
physicians attending him decided tha". 
the venerable legislator was on his 
death bed. 

Senator Hoar had been in ill health 
sibce last winter and even when at- 
tending the sessions of the senate he 
was obliged to exercise extreme care 
lest his exertions should overcome 
him. At that time he was troubled 
with lumbago and the death of his 
wife in Washington proved such a 
tlov that he never recovered entirely 
from its effects. 

Toward the close of the last session 
of congress he was frequently absent 
fiom the sessions of the senate and 
remained at his hoteL 
• He came to his home here soon aft- 
er the adjournment, apparently recov- 
ered from the attack of lumbago. Late 
in May he attended the biennial cele- 
bration in the town of Sutton, Wor- 
cester county, and made a speech of 
more than a half hour’s duration in 
the open air at the dedication of a 
memorial tablet to Gen. Rufus Put- 
nam on the site of Putnam’s birth- 
place. Mr. Hoar made an historical 
address, eulogizing Gen. Putnam as 
one of the country’s greatest men. 

A few weeks later Senator Hoar 
spoke at a special session of court 
when eulogies were delivered on the 
life of Col. E. B. Stoddard, a life long 
friend of the senator, and he also 
made an informal afternoon address 
at the English high school on the oc- 
casion of the presentation to the city 
of some copies of Stuart’s portrait of 
Washington by the Daughters of the 
Revolution. , 

This was Senator Hoar’s last ap- 
pearance in public life. During the 
latter part of July and up to August 
17 he remained in his home and much 
of the time stayed in bed. He receiv- 
ed visitors daily and dictated many 
letters to his secretary.

San Francisco, Oct. 3. — Frederick 
Fendsen, a bartender, was killed; 
Sergt. Harry Curren, of the Thirteenth 
United States infantry, fatally injur- 
ed, and 13 other persons severely in- 
jured in a street car accident in the 
Richmond district Sunday night. A 
big electric car of the Eddy street line 
was coming in from the park and 
chutes crowded to its utmost capacity, 
niany standing on the platforms. In 
coming down a grade the brakes of 
the car refused to work and the car 
acquired fearful momentum. Just as 
a curve was reached the motormaq 
succeeded in throwing on all the 
brakes and the car came to a stop 
with such suddenness that a large 
pumber of persons were thrown off. 



Leadville, Col., Oct. 1. — Judge F. M. 
Owers Friday issued an injunction 
against the members of the Leadville 
Mining District association, restrain- 
ing them from proceeding further to 
compel miners to forsake the Western 
Federation of Miners and take out as- 
r.ocation cards in order to retain their 
positions in the mines of the camp. 
Nearly 2,000 cards had been issued by 
the association when their work 
n this direction was interrupt- 
ed Friday. The application for an 
Injunction was made by the president 
a,nd secretary of the local miners’ 
union. The defendants named com- 
prise nearly every mine owner and 
manager in the camp. They are ret 
strained from discriminating against 
anion miners.

Four Men and a Woman Killed By 
Charles Geitrell. 



Over a Thousand Employes of the 
Pennsylvania System Discharged. 



Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 3. — A report 
from O’Brien’s Landing, Mo., says that 
four men and a Negro woman were 
killed there by Charles Geitrell, a 
Memphian, employed as a clerk In a 
commissary store at that place. Geit- 
rell, it is said, was mad from fever 
and he rushed from his bed into the 
street in his night robe, having ob- 
tained possession of a gun.

San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 3. — From alt 
indications now at hand from recent 
reports received from the overflowed 
country in the Brownsville section, it 
appears that there is a strong proba- 
bility that the bed of the Rio Grande 
vill be shown when the waters have 
receded to be occupying the bed of 
the Arroyo Colorado, which years ago 
was its original bed. Should this he 
true the people of this region of Tex- 
as who would be bereft of the river 
would suffer greatly. The city of 
Brownsville, one of the rapidly grow- 
ing towns of the state, would be cut 
off from the river, the miles of irri- 
gation ditches and canals dug would 
he rendered worthless and property 
values dependent upon the Rio 
Grande’s flow will be materially cut 
down. This would apply to consid- 
erable area, being the land below the 
Arroyo into which the river is run- 
ning 12 miles above Brownsville. 

The national title to this property 
is not in question. About seven years 
ago a joint commission appointed by 
the respective governments of the 
United States and Mexico owing to the 
troublesome habit of the river chang- 
ing its course hit upon a compromise 
boundary and two years ago marked 
it with monuments. The boundary 
iests where they stand, however the 
river may shift about. 

Las Vegas, N. M., Oct. 3. — Half the 
town of Watrous was destroyed by the 
flood and at least 12 persons were 
drowned. Among these were the three 
children of J. A. Stevens, Felix Villa- 
ret, his wife, two sisters and several 
children and O. F. Porter. J. E. Ste- 
vens and his wife escaped and have 
been brought here. They are in a 
critical condition. Many persons were 
rescued from trees and housetops. 
The greatest damage was around the 
junction of Mora and Sapelloire 
creeks. The rock crusher, the great 
iron bridge and much track at Wat- 
rous were washed away. The Galii- 
nas river formed a new channel here. 
In the Gallinas canyon the dams of 
the Agua Pura Co. broke, bringing a 
terrific flood on the city. The Monte- 
zuma Hot Springs track went out in 
many places. Half a dozen bridges 
were destroyed and the Montezuma 
bath houses were partly carried away. 
For two blocks on Bridge street every 
business house was flooded.

— Postmaster 
General Henry C. Payne is seriously 
ill at his apartments at the Hotel Ar- 
lington here. Ma'rked symptoms of 
heart trouble have developed and his 
condition became so serious during 
the day as to cause grave concern. 
Mr. Payne returned recently from a 
trip in the west and appeared to be 
feeling in much improved condition, 
though his health has been poor for a 
long time. 

Washington, Oct. 1. — The condition 
of Postmaster General Payne, whose 
serious illness was announced Thurs- 
day night, continued extremely grave 
throughout Friday. There were times 
during the day, notably in the early 
morning and late in the afternoon, 
when the attending physicians believ- 
ed the end was near at hand, but the 
patient responded to the heroic reme- 
dies applied and seemed to regain 
some of the lost ground. Friday night 
at about 8 o’clock Mr. Payne fell into 
a restful sleep, which continued fr® 
some time. The doctors regarded this 
as encouraging for a peaceful night. 

The greatest cause of alarm was the 
feebleness of the heart action and it 
was found necessary to administer sa- 
line solution and nitro-glycerine to 
stimulate that organ. Only moderate- 
ly sized doses were given, however,

Washington, Oct. 3. — After a day 
filled with strong hopes, alternating 
with the gravest fears of almost im- 
mediate dissolution. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne’s condition late Sunday 
night was declared by his physicians 
to be decidedly more encouraging, but 
they are unwilling to hazard an opin- 
ion as to the future. In the early 
hours his heart action became decid- 
edly weaker with resultant feebleness 
of pulse and unconsciousness. At 
times he suffered intense pain and 
once or twice he cried out in his 
agony. These paroxysms were follow- 
ed by periods of exhaustion with brief 
intervals of comparative freedom from 
pain, but the heart action continued 
to give the physicians the greatest 
concern. 

Several times during the day the 
pulse became so feeble that It seemed 
It must cease altogether and at one 
time the physicians said the postmas- 
ter general was as near death as few 
ever get and survive the day. At 2 
o’clock Sunday afternoon the doctors 
fully believed that the end was at 
hand, and the family, who were at din- 
ner. were summoned. 

Early Monday morning Dr. Magru- 
der left the sick room for his home, 
leaving Dr. Grayson in charge. Dr. 
Magruder’s report was that Mr. 
Payne’s improvement continued and if 
this rate of improvement continues 
the next bulletin would doubtless be 
gratifying. He said that the postmas- 
ter general was retaining his nourish- 
ment and had had no sinking spells 
during the evening when he awoke 
from his sleep, which was necessarily 
fitful, he was able to recognize those 
about him. Dr. Magruder added that Mr. 
Payne’s heart action continued good.

Interurban People Give Parisians 
the Hot Eud of It. 

t 

When it comes to accommodations on 
the Interurban, Paris people are at all 
times ignored and all of the accommoda- 
tions go to Lexington. We are entitled 
to the same consideration as this old hog- 
gish town of Lexington and we are going 
to have it from this Interurban line or 
know why. Lexington is not the only 
pebble on the beach, nor is this mis- 
managed Interurban line. 

Now, gentlemen, we will not say Mr. 
Manager, for we don’t believe you have 
got one, we will give you a few facts. On 
Sunday you advertised you would carry 
people to the Y. M. I. ball park for 60 
cents the round trip. Two hundred and 
four Parisians took advantage of these 
rates, or at least thought they were so 
doing. Two car loads had gone and when 
the crowd gathered for the 2 o’clock car 
several were informed by the company’s 
representative that the tickets had run out, 
but get on the car and the conductor 
would furnish them. After about 
ninety had gotten on the car and the con- 
ductor began to collect the fares it was 
discovered that you had to pay 35 cents 
for one way. Several ladies got off the 
car about a mile and a half out on this ac- 
count. Parties that we know who paid 35 
cents for going out to the grounds were 
only charged 30 cents for return trip. Nice 
treatment to say the least. That’s not the 
worst of it. After the game there were 
I six cars standing at the gates to carry 
Lexington people home, two miles dis- 
tance, and two hundred and four people 
from Paris, fifteen miles from home, had 
to wait on the road side from five o’clock 
until after six for their cars. This is not 
right and Paris people do not intend to be 
treated in this manner by you. 

It is bum management pure and simple, 
ora direct insinuation that our people do 
not deserve the same accommodations as 
the Lexington people. Our money is just 
as good as Lexington money and we de- 
mand of you better treatment. Employ 
some good experienced railroad man to 
run your business and we are sure you 
will profit by it. 

The Paris Fire Department. 

It was again demonstrated at the fire of 
the colored United Brethren of Friend- 
ship’s three-story building, on Eighth 
street, Friday morning, of the deplorable 
condition of our tire department, at one 
time the pride of Paris. There were three 
members, the full quota, present, and 
how they managed to save the building 
from complete destruction, was, indeed, 
remarkable. The water pressure was not 
sufficient to reach the second story, and 
not a ladder long enough to carry the hose 
to the second story. You remind the 
city fathers of this from time to time and 
you are given the laugh by some of the 
members of the august body called the' 
City Council. One in particular, who 
owns a handsome residence on High 
street, which it has happened up to this 
time the fire fiend has never visited. Let 
this gentleman’s house catch on fire and 
it burns to the ground for want of a 
ladder that was long enough to reach 
the second story, and we venture the 
assertion you would hear some loud talk- 
ing about the d — n fire department, yes, 

: you could even smell brimstone if you 
happened to be present. It is all right 
, until somebody kicks your own dog, and 
then it is all wrong. The three members 
of the department are experts in their 
line and are world beaters, handicapped 
as they are by a City Council that takes 
no interest whatever in the fire depart- 
ment. 

The Chairman of the Fire Committee, 
we understand, has attended one meeting 
of the Council since his election to that 
office. We still predict a big fire in Paris 
and when it comes the blame should rest 
where it belongs. Let the insurance 
companies make an investigation as mat- 
ters now stand and rates will go higher 
than “a cat’s back ” The tax payers will 
not kick on your spending more money on 
this department and it should be done be- 
fore it is too late to save many dollars 
worth of property. 

On yesterday moVning, about 10:30 the 
department was called to the residence of 
Mr. W. L. Collins, on Seventh street, 
where a fire had considerable start on the 
roof of the house. After most excellent 
work by the three members of the depart- 
ment the house was saved, the loss being 
only several hundred dollars. It happen- 
ed to be a one story house and the fire- 
men could reach the roof by the little step 
ladder they carry. The wagon had to 
make a trip back to the engine house for 
enough hose to put-on a second line.
